After keeping it for some 
days Hugh Lynch suggested that he would 
take it to the bank, and witness agreed.

Some 
days afterwards—on a Saturday—he and a 
friend called Fox had some tea, for which 
they used up all the milk in the house. 


A CAN OF MILK 


While Fox was there witness’s doctor came 
to examine him. Hugh Lynch was there, 
tov When the doctor was leaving, the wit- 
ness told Hugh Lynch to come in the evening 
to cut his hair. Lynch came and brought a 
can of milk. Witness put the milk in his 
‘‘billycan,’’ having scalded the latter. No 
one else called that evening. Witness had 
two dogs, which he kept in the kitchen at 
night. That night they were kept in, as 


usual, a 
BITTER TASTE 


When witness got up about 8 a.m. on 
Sunday he prepared a cup of cold tea which 
he had made the previous day. He put 
some of the milk which Hugh Lynch had 
brought into the cup. He tasted the tea 
and found that it was very bitter—worse 
than gall—and he spat it out. He decided 
then to give the milk in the can to the dogs. 
The smaller dog drank some of it and then 
went towards the fireplace and fell dead. 


The larger dog, after taking some of the 
milk, “ receded ” towards the door and. was 
dead in two minutes. 

“ BE OFF” 


That evening Hugh Lynch called at his 
house and asked him what, was wrong with 
him. Witness told him ‘‘to be off, and 
he went away. Guard Connolly took away 
the remains of the milk. Witness usually got 
his milk from the Lynch's every day; about 
last April Hugh brought it. Hugh Lynch 
helped him in his business affairs and usually 
drew cheques for him for a couple of years. 

Witness said that a number of cheques 
which were purported to be drawn by him 
did not bear his signature. 

In reply to Mr. Sweeney, the witness said 
that he had been a ploughman and _ horse- 
driver in Australia. 

Answering a question as to whether he was 
not a good spender, the witness said that he 
had never spent more than £1 in a public- 
house and then he would not be seen in one 
for twelve months.

To pre- 
pare Part I. place the sugar, milk and 
chocolate in a saucepan and heat until 
the chocolate has melted. Cool 
slightly, then add the yolk of egg and 
cook slowly until the mixture is thick 
enough to coat the back of the spoon. 
Cool and add the Vanilla essence. To 
prepare Part IT. beat the butter and 
sugar to a cream, add the eggs, one 
at a time, and beat well. Add the 
flour and baking powder (sifted 
together) alternately with the milk. 
Mix well with Part I. and turn the 
mixture into the sandwich tins, which 
should be greased and lined with 
paper. When the sandwiches are cold 
spread a layer of chocolate butter 
frosting between them and all over tho 
cake. Sprinkle grated or cup chocolate 
over the sides, This is a very rich 
moist chacolate cake and will, keep 
well. Chocolate Butter Frosting :—1 
cup unsalted butter, yolk of 1 egg, 24 
cups icing sugar, os, grate 
chocolate,. 1 teaspoonful Vanilla 
essence, and 1 teaspoonful coffee 
essence.

The Last Round 


Unusual reticence is being maintained 
regarding the progress of the peace 
negotiations between France and Germany. 
Since Marshal Pétain requested the 
Germans to state their terms for an 
armistice the Spanish Government has 
been acting as an intermediary, and there 
has been much activity behind the 
diplomatic scenes; but, although Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini agreed on 
Tuesday on the terms that were to be 
presented to the French Government, no 
authoritative statement as to their details 
yet has been made. Yesterday it was 
announced that four French pleni- 
potentiaries had been appointed to meet 
the Germans, that a meeting had been held 
at some unspecified . rendezvous, that 
the French representatives were on their 
way, back to Bordeaux, which, according 
to unconfirmed reports last night, already 
has been evacuated by the French Govern- 


ment. The French plenipotentiaries com- 
prised a civilian, who had been 


Ambassador to Poland; a military officer 
of high rank, a Vice-Admiral, and a 
General of the Air Force. It seems that, 
contrary to earlier expectations, the 
French delegation met 01 ly Germans. The 
Italian Government was not represented 
directly; but, according to German 
reports, Italy’s interests were left “in 
good hands.” In other words, Herr 
Hitler, and he alone, proposes to dictate 
terms to France. The personnel of the 
French delegation has caused some un- 
easiness in British circles; for the quartet 
includes a Vice-Admiral and a full 
General of the Air Force. What is 
happening, or has happened, to the 
French Navy and the French Air Force? 
At the moment nobody seems to be in a 
position to answer this question. It is 
almost incredible that the French Govern- 
ment should treat with the Germans 
regarding the future of France’s Fleet; 
it is equally incredible that the Germans 
should agree to any terms which did not 
include either the surrender or the com- 
plete immobilisation of the French Navy.

estimate the offensive power of the 
German bombers. Can the British nation 
hold out against German air raids, and a 
possible invasion from the sea, for a 
sufficient length of time to enable the 
United States to deliver the material aid 
which has been promised by President 
Roosevelt? Manifestly, Mr. Roosevelt is 
determined to carry out his pledges to the 
limit of his power. He has done some- 
thing unique in American politics, inas- 
much as on the very eve of a Presidential 
election he has nominated two prominent 
Republicans as Secretary for War and 
Secretary for the Navy. This step seems 
to foreshadow a Coalition Government in 
the United States, and, if it shouid 
succeed, it would strengthen President 
Roosevelt’s hand enormously. Whatever 
may happen in Washington the issue of 
the European war will depend on the 
result of the race between Germany's 
offensive powers against Great Britain and 
the productive power of the United States 
in respect of war materials. The British 
have decided to fight on without a single 
ally on the Continent of Europe. Their 
island is a besieged fortress, vulnerable in 
many ways to attack from the air, but prv- 
tected by the most powerful navy in the 
world. If the Germans can contrive to 
capture the French fleet in whole, or even 
in part, Great Britain’s defensive task 
will become far more difficult; for 
possession of the French fleet would 
simplify Germany’s plans for an invasion 
of England. On the other hand, the 
British Air Force, although inferior in 
material strength to that of the Germans, 
already has proved its worth, and may be 
trusted to give a good account of itself in 
attack as well as in defence. Only twenty 
miles of salt water lie between Calais and 
Dover; but. so long as the British Navy 
remains intact, the crossing of that short 
stretch of sea will present a knotty 
problem to Germany’s High Command. 
Nobody doubts that an invasion of Britain 
is possible; but the cost to the invader 
would be terrific. Will the game be worth 
the candle? Only Herr Hitler can answer 
this question. So long as Great Britain 
remains intact, and can keep the seas 
open by means of her navy, Germany 
cannot achieve the “total” victory on 
which Herr Hitler has set his heart. 
France was crushed mainly because her 
magnificent army had no adequate 
defences against the German tanks. Can 
Herr Hitler land his tanks in England? 
Can his Air Force terrify the civil popula- 
tion to such an extent as to force the 
British Government to capitulate, as the 
French Government was forced to 
capitulate? Will America’s help be suffi- 
cient to redress the balance of power in 
the air; and will it be in time? On the 
answers to these questions the issue of the 
war will depend. 


III | 
Spain’s Task 


The first of April last, when more than 
half the countries in Europe were at war, 
tearing at one another’s throats, was 
observed in Spain as a day of celebration. 
It was the first anniversary of the ending 
of the Spanish civil war. While bombs 
| burst and shells screamed in the air of 
France, Germany and Norway, while 
Great Britain was rushing heavily armed 
troops across the sea, while Italy was 
trembling on the brink of war, while 
Holland and Belgium were hurrying to 
defend themselves against impending 
invasion, there were banners floating in 
the sunny stréets of Madrid. Army, N avy 
and Air Force detachments paraded before 
General Franco and his chief men, and 
great crowds listened to his plans for a 
new Spain. General Franco had deemed 
wisely that three years of combat were 
enough for the Spanish people. They 
would be asked to fight no more. What- 
ever “ ideological ” sympathies he might 
have with his friends in Berlin and Rome, 
he realised that the health and security 
of his own country must come first. His 
first task was to rebuild the stricken 
nation, and if that task consisted of 
nothing more than the restoration of 
battered towns, the rebuilding of roads, 
the renewal of railways, and the relief of 
inevitable distress among the people, it 
would be imposing enough. The General; 
however, has committed himself to more 
ambitious programmes, Ten years, he 
said, will be necessary to rebuild Spain, 
but he intends to rebuild more than the 
mere stones which fell in the collapse of 
his country. A whole new edifice will be 
created. New social legislation already 
is taking shape for a better education of 


and distribution of the great estates; and 
new plans have been announced now to 
stimulate production in both agriculture 
and industry. The Ten Years Plan is 
beginning well. Efforts will be made to 
raise the standard of living of the 
workers—that thorn in the flesh of all 
Spanish governments; new irrigation 
schemes will transform over a million

The General seems pre- 
pared to bury the hatchet, and if his 
invitation is genuine, he has chosen the 
only course by which his country will find 
that measure of peace and prosperity 
which it so badly needs. 


Back to Our Muttons 


It is reported that the British authori- 
ties, who keep a wary eye on the Colorado 
Beetle and the Warble Fly, and can say 
‘‘Sheep scab!’’ with all the vehement 
|.indignation of a trades unionist denounc- 
ing a strike-breaker, are now endeavour- 
ing to do for the four-footed sheep what 
the Safety First Association seeks to do 
for the biped variety—save their lives. In 
short, they are evacuating hundreds of 
thousands of sheep from the more 
dangerous and vulnerable areas in Eng- 
land and parking them in safer feeding 
grounds in much the same way as a 
certain type of motorist would like to see 
the pedestrians removed from the roads. 
While the rest of the woolies can hoof it to 
their new destination the ewes and their 
offspring journey in state by motor, and 
we are told that the greatest problem with 
which the removers are confronted is that 
of ensuring that no maternal sheep finds 
herself confronted with a complete stranger 
instead of her own little baa-baa on 
arrival at the new home. To the un- 
discerning human eye one lamb is indis- 
tinguishable from another as a general 
rule, but the fond parent appears to be 
able to discover hidden beauties in her 
own progeny, and refuses to accept imita- 
tions with all the vigour of a shopper 
obeying the slogan in the advertisements. 
Furthermore, ewes are apt to raise Cain— 
so far as a sheep can perform the feat—if 
separated from the little ones while they 
still need her care and the thought of 
several hundred hundred maternal mattons 
loudly and unceasingly lamenting their 
bereavement makes the stoutest shepherder 
quail. Sheep dogs, despite their amazing 
intelligence, as demonstrated annually at 
the Spring Show, cannot be expected to 
appreciate the delicate nuances of the 
situation. Possibly they regard sheep as 
just varying degrees of unmitigated 
nuisance and think that a mother’s heart 
should be content so long as it is presented 
with anything in the shape of a lamb. 
They never pause to ask how they would 
like it themselves if treated in such a 
cavalier manner. We would suggest that 
a great deal of trouble could be avoided— 
as well as the cost of. transport—if a few 
veteran sheep from the Curragh Camp 
were exported to England to act as N.C.O.s 
among the battalions of less enlightened 
}English sheep. The Curragh Camp 
veterans have been long famous for their 
understanding of military tactics and 
strategy, and it is said that they even can 
tell the difference between a company of 
recruits using blank. cartridges and a 
detachment of seasoned soldiers entrusted 
with live ammunition for a field day. In 
the latter case their -skill in taking cover 
is equalled only by their open contempt 
for the harmless volleys of the rookies. 
A sprinkling of such sapient.. animals 
inured by tradition and personal experi- 
ence to the alarums and excursions of a 
great military camp should prove invalu- 
able among the vast English flocks just 
now—unless they have any political 
prejudices, -« 


The White Line 


Our London correspondent has stated 
that the cost of painting the white traffic 
lines on the London streets has become a 
serious problem. That, of course, is 
because road-users in that city take the 
white Jines very seriously; if road-users 
in this country adopted the same attitude 
towards them the cost of the necessary 
white paint would bankrupt the State. 
The one great advantage of our present 
attitude is its economy: White lines on 
our roadways are nearly as scarce as white 
blackbirds—and just about as useful. It 
would be interesting to know who decides 
where they are to be painted, and when 
they are to be painted. We do not credit 
the report that the painters are 
demobilised members of the forces respon- 
sible for painting slogans on the roads in 
bygone times of political stress, and that 
the fact that their hearts are not in their 
new job accounts for the sporadic nature 
of their work. There are so many 
individuals and institutions in Ireland in 
urgent need of white-washing, according 
to patriotic cynics, that the old slogan 
painters are now drawing big money for 
wielding the whitewash brush for that 
purpose. Whatever the cause, it must be 
admitted that a good deal of the happy- 
go-lucky spirit that characterised our 
whitening of kerbstones and road islands 
during our brief attempt at a black-out 
last September, still persists in connection 
with the white lines. Even the oblongs 
‘which are supposed to mark ’bus stops are 
of a fragmentary and evanescent nature, 
calculated to lure unwary motorists into 
trouble. The bright side of the picture, 
as we have suggested already, is its 
economy ;. more white lines in Dublin 
would send the rates'soaring even higher 
than they are at present. In one largo 
borough in London, where there are 240 
miles of streets, the’ unfortunate ratepayers 
have conducted invustigations on their 
own hook, ignoring the Borough Council, 
and they still are reeling from the shock of 
their discoveries. They found that it takes 
a hundred painters a day to mark the 
lines on five miles of street, and that the 
cost of labour and material for providing 
the entire borough with the white line of 
a blameless life amounte to about £20,000 
& year! Little wonder that the twenty- 
eight London boroughs are asking the 
Ministry of Transport to arrange a more 
permanent method of marking, such as 
white asphalt lines, steel studs or bright 
rubber blocks. In Dublin the steel studs 
have been tried in tentative fashion here

Limitation of [.uxury Goods

Secret Sessions 


Although secret sessions of Parliament 
in Great Britain arouse considerable com- 
ment, both Houses—Peers and Commons— 
theoretically meet in private, because it is 
still contrary to the Standing Orders of the 
Houses that ‘‘strangers’’ should be 
present. Even the publication of reports 
of Parliamentary proceedings is a 
technical breach of privilege—a breach 
which is ignored, since the Standing 
Orders relating to ‘‘ strangers’’ are not 
enforced except—as happened yesterday— 
the Houses are to discuss some matters 
which, in the public interest, should not 
be disclosed. Fail 

When a secret session is to be held, it 
is necessary that the motion for the ex- 
clusion of ‘‘ strangers’’ should be passed 
without amendment or debate, and the 
power to order their withdrawal is re- 
stricted to the Speaker. , 

Technically, ladies are not “ strangers,” 
Nevertheless, they are not allowed within 
the precincts of Parliament during secret 
session. 


Dail Differences 


While I am on the subject of Parlia- 
ments, there is an interesting difference 
between formalities at Westminster and in 
Leinster House. 

In both the House of Lords and House 
of Commons the public galleries are not 
opened until after prayers; in both the 
Dail and Senate the galleries are opened 
before prayers. In the Dail it is the 
Speaker who recites thé prayer—in Irish 
and English—while in the Senate it is the 
duty of the Clerk of the House. 

The hiding of ladies in a gallery behind 
a grating above the Press Gallery is 
another Westminster feature which has 
not been adopted in this country, and 
women have equal rights with men to be 
present in the public galleries of both 
Houses.

aerial dog-fight with R.A.F. bombers 
and fighters, off Buqbuq, Egypt. 
yesterday. 

An official R.A.F, communique states that 
three Italian ‘planes were shot down, while 
two others were seriously damaged and un- 
likely to reach their bases. The British lost 
one fighter in the engagement. Two of the 
Italians were seen to crash in the sea, and a 
third fell in flames on the land. Another 
Italian fighter later came down at Sollum, on 
the Egyptian coast, a few miles from the 


Lib) border. The pilot—a _lieutenant- 
colonel—who was wounded, was taken 
prisoner. 


Another Italian ‘plane is understood to 
have heen shot down in the Sollum area this 
morning. The crew succeeded in setting this 
machine on fire before they were taken 
prisoner. 

A number of enemy aircraft were destroyed 
ar the ground during raids on Italian East 
Africa. 


TWO ’PLANES DESTROYED 

The official communiqué announces that 
bombers of the South Africa Air Force, 
escorted by fighters, mado'a successful attack 
on Lavella Aerodrome.- They sighted nine 
enemy - rcraft on the airfield, which they 
bombed and machine-gunned. Two of these 
‘planes were destroyed, while three others 
were extensively damaged. Enemy fighters 
took off to engage the British bombers, but 
one was immediately shot down and another 
forced down after a twenty minutes’ fight. 
One of the British fighters failed to return 
from the raid. 

Night operations over Eladem and Gubbi, 
in Eritrea, are also stated to have been 
highly successful. Six enemy machines were 
seen on fire after one bombing raid. An 
Italian three-engined bomber made a forced 
landing 150 miles east of Aden.

Colonel Knox, proprietor of the Chicago 
Daily News, is a former isolationist, now 
strongly urging active aid for the Allies. His 
swing over is indicated by the fact that in 
1936 he ran as Republican candidate for 
the Vice-Presidency of the United States 
against Mr John (‘‘Cactus Jack’’) Garner, 
the Democratic nominee. 

He ‘started his career as a .cporter and 
later became genera] manager of the Hearst 
newspaper system. ' After purchasing the 
Chicago Daily News he became one of the 
keenest critics and most determined oppo- 
nents of the Roosevelt Administration. Re- 
cently he has been prominent in advocating 
U.S. aid for the Allies. 


A SURPRISE 


The nominations are considered sensational, 
coming only four days before the Repub- 
lican National Convention which had hoped 
to organise a united front against President 
Roosevelt in the coming elections. . This 
tended to confirm the impression in Washing- 
ton circles that the re-election of Mr. 
Roosevelt is certain if he decides to run.

ACROSS THE BORDER, 


Sir Hugh O’Neill (Con., Antrim) asked 
the Home Secretary what regulations were 
at present in force to check and control the 
entry into Northern Ireland of persons com- 
ing from Eire. 
Sir John Anderson replied that he had 
been in consultation with the Government of 
Northern Ireland, and, in view of the diffi- 
culties of controlling entry over the land bor- 
der they had decided to supplement the 
existing powers of the police for dealing with 
undesirable entrants by an order requiring 
all persons in Northern Ireland to be in 
possession of an identity document which 
must be produced to the police on demand, 


NOTHING LEFT UNDONE 


Sir Hugh O'Neill asked whether the ime 
position of conditions on the entry of per- 
sons into Northern Ireland—which was part 
of the United Kingdom—from Eire, which 
was a neutral State, was within the prod 
vince of the British Government or the Go- 
vernment of Northern Ireland. 

Sir John Anderson—Matters of internal 
security are the primary responsibility of the 
Government of Northern Ireland. There 
are certain responsibilities in regard to the 
icontrol of entry into the United Kingdom 
which are the responsibilities of the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom. In all these 
matters I have been in the closest consulta- 
tion with the Government of Northern Ire- 
land, and I am not aware of anything left 
undone which, in the view of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland, it was desirable 
to do in the interests of security. 


STROLLING OVER 


Mr. Cocks (Lab., Broxtowe)—Is the Minis- 
ter aware that on a number of country roads 
people simply stroll across from Eire into 
Northern Ireland? 
Sir John Anderson—Control of the land 
frontier does present special difficulties. The 
Government of Northern Ireland have been 
giving close study te the whole matter. 

If asked 


Mr. Lipson (Ipd., Cheltenham) 
whether the identity card included a photo- 
graph of the holder. ; 
Sir John Anderson replied that he could 
not say. It would not be proper for him 
to pursue a matter which came within the 
responsibility of the Government of North- 
ern Ireland. 

Mr. Buchanan (I.L.P., Gorbals)—Wouht 
not the present be an opportune time to 
make an approach for the abolition of this 
border altogether? 

No reply was given. 


CROSSING THE CHANNEL 


Dr. Little (C., Down) asked the Home 
Secretary if, in view of the serious incon- 
venience. caused by the restrictions imposed 
on . travel between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, he would so modify these 
restrictions that, people well affected to the 
State who can give a satisfactory reason for 
i their travelling and members of His Majesty's 
Forces on leave would have all unnecessary 
hindrances removed to their journeying in 
either direction. 

Sir John Anderson—I regret the incon- 
venience caused to the public by the restric- 
tions which it has been necessary to 
impose on travel between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, but it is imperative that 
during the present emergency all forms of 
unnecessary travel shall be reduced as far as 


possible. No hindrances are placed in the 
way of persons who satisfy the permit 
authorities in Great Britain or Northern 


Ireland that it is necessary for them to travel 
in either direction on business of national 
importance, but it would not be in the publie 
interest to allow unrestricted travel facilities 
between Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
for private reasons, The restrictions do not 
apply to members of His Majesty’s Forces. 


RETURNING HOME 


Mr. Hicks (Lab., Woolwich, E.) asked 
whether those who had been to Great Britain 
to work in the building industry and had not 
been able to get back for nine months would 
be justified in asking permission to go. 

Sir John Anderson—Certainly. Special 
consideration is always given to people wish- 
ing. to return home, 

r. Little asked if the Minister would 
make it easy for students who were struggling 
in Britain to cross for a holiday and return 
again. 

Sir John Anderson—I am afraid that in 
the enforcement of a general regulation of 
this kind it is impossible to avoid cases of 
hardship, but every effort is being made to 
reduce these cases of hardship as far as 


possible. 
COLD STORAGE 


Dr. Little asked the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Food if, as there is 
ony cold-storage accommodation in Northern 
Ireland for 1,050 tons, which, under present 
conditions is wholly inadequate, he will pro- 
vide additional cold-storage facilities, both in 
the interests of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland.

EXH IBITION OF ETCHINGS

WORK OF DRESDEN ARTISTS 


The work of two Dresden etchers con- 
stitutes an exhibition now being held at 
the Victor + Seager, ag Gallery, South Anne 
street, Dublfn. e of the artists is in- 
terned in Austria, the other is a refugee. 

Hans Grundig and Lea Langer are hus- 
band and wife; their etchings are works of 
art redolent with an awful impression of 
the widespread ruthlessness of human passion 
suffered in this generation. Hans Grundig’s 
mental reaction is expressed in scenes of 
ms; pain and fear among wild animals, 
Lea Langer dwells on the dumb agony of her 
kind in the midst wondering, tears and 
mourning. Each of these pictures is a 
conundrum. Sometimes in a title such as 
No. 28, ‘*To What End?’’ Grundig asks for 
an answer to the riddle—in this picture the 
artist has etched a scene of snarling wolves 
tearing savagely at each other’s bodies and 
limbs. In No. 4, ‘‘The Mob,” two great 
bears vainly defend themselves from raven- 
ing jackals. In No. 17, “Wild Dogs,’’ 
mean brutality is exp . Fierce fangs 
tear the flesh of lions in No. 16, “ Victims,”’ 
and one, already down, is being rended on 
the ground. : 
. “December,” No. 18, is possibly prophetic 
in its desolate prospect of bare land, leaf- 
less trees and a starving animal seeking 
food. No. 1, ‘‘ The Force,” is fear drivin 
maddened horses, wild-eyed and with bare 
teeth, in reckless rush. 

The artist in many pictures has allowed 
himself fantastic licence in the delineation 
form as if carried beyond all restraint in 
the force of his imagination, but his very 
extravagance is justified by a governing 
artistic truth. 

Lea Langer must have long ago been dis- 
turbed by contemplation of a future which 
then seemed dark to her. The etching, 
‘* Whither,”” No. 21, is dated 1930, and de- 
picts imprints of feet going towards a dark 
tunnel and few returning. In No. 22, 
“Mourning,” is shown an unhappy crowd. 
It is dated 1937. Nos. 24, 35 and 26, 
“Mothers,” “Lost,” and ‘ Motherhood,’’ 
are full of pasion | the ‘last speaks of the 
future, but little of hope.
